Tho rebellion near here Is assuming alarming 
preporitons, Alresdy Hung-heng, Chang-tuk 
and Yeong-teong districts have heen taken by 
the rebels, who have ‘chased out all the officals, 
eelsed and destroyed ail tha yamens and 
official residences and Hberated all prisoners. 
They ave how endeavourlag to take a pase about 
280 22 (gomiles) from here, which, when captured 
will leave the road open for thele proposed march 
northwards. 

. The rebel forces rre estimated at about. 
100d omen, and they are alt armed, 
dressed In red’costs, and are reputed to be very 
coursgeous, They have pillaged alltha churches 
and the property of Christians ia the Hakka dis- 
trict at a placa called Bwa-lio, or Mo-llm, but 
have sparet sll ibe misstonaries' lives. The 
latter bave now fled to Amoy and Hongkong. 

To-day 3,000 Impertal troops were dispatched | 
from Chow-chow-fa to a oases called Ne-goo-to, 
which, ff occopted before the rebels get there, will 
enable them to check if not completely rout the 
Inusgents, It Is raported, however, that the 
rebels have already met some, imperial troops 
and defeated them, and that they expect to make 
short work of the 2,000 sent up country:to work 
wonders, They aro sald to be very crugl, but 
nevertheless well organised and under a rich 
and very Inflaential leadership, i.
